CREDIT BUREAU FORMED 


The Garages and Implement Dealers 
in town have organized themselves in- 
to the Associated Credit Bureau for 
the purpose of protecting their credit. 
Many of these businessmen are being 
forced to act as bankers for their cus- 
tomers to such an extent that their 
own bank accounts were suffering. 

Wholesale houses demand payment 
within thirty days which was working 
a hardship on the dealers as some- 
times they were being asked to carry 
accounts for over a year. 

In talking with the new executive 
of the Bureau we were told that the 
organization was definitely not a threat 
to their customers but just a condition 
that was forced upon them. They have 
tried many and varied ways to deal 
with the credit problem but have met 
with little or no success. 

The purpose of the Associated Credit 
Bureau is not to deny credit to anyone 
but on'y te collect for goods and serv- 
ices rendered on a thirty-day basis— 
the same term they get from their sup- 
pliers. The Bureau offers continued 
credit as a reward to their customers 
for prompt payment of account but is 
forced to deny credit to those who fail 
to meet the deadline at the 10th of 
each month, 

According to spokesmen for the 
Bureau the garages and implement 
dealers are just getting out of the 
banking business.
